UN PAYMENTS. 
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A SMOKER’S PERIL. 


. — 


Dr. Thomas Dunn English Under 
Terrible Torture For Two Hours. 


— 


A Well Developed Case of Papilloma—Ke- 
moving a Tumor From the Throat—A 
Successful Operation—The Result of Ex- 
cessive Smoking. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Nrwanx. N. J., March 12.— Dr. Thomas Dunn En- 
lish, author, poet, lawyer, physician and legislator, 
who is best known as the writer of “Ben Bolt,’ u hich 
appeared in the New York Mirror in 1842. is now in 
his 66th year, and lives in unpretentious style at 
No. 494 Washington street, this city. About a year 
ago he began to betroubled by a constant irrita- 
tion of the throat at a point below the root of the 
tongue As it was only annoying and did not seem 
to be more than a local affection, he did not pay 
much attention to it. After a time, however, the 
difficulty increased to such an extent as to interfere 
with his voice, which became exceed 
ingly husky and frequently could not be 


raised above a whisper. Dr. English has been an 
inveterate user of tobacco since de was a boy. He 
both smoked and chewe:l it, and at night his sleep 
Was not easy unless a large roll ot the weed was in 
his mouth, When the case of Gen. Grant was 
brought prominently to public notice, with the 
statement that the cancerous growth was caused 
by smoking, 
DR. ENGLISH BECAME ALARMED, 

and was convinced from the similarity of symptoms 


that he had a similar affection caused by the 
use of tobacco. During the last two 
months bis throat has been gradually 


closing up. He has suffered intensely from pain 
and been under constant mental train from the 
danger of suffocation. All this caused him to lose 
flesh rapidly and left him in a state of great weak- 
ness and pbvs.cal exhaustion. On March 4, the 
sytuptoms became so aggravated that a consulta- 
tion was held by a number of locai physicians, and 
Dr. Holden, a throat specialist, made a minute ex 


& proper position in the throat the little mirror re- 
flected a tumor or papilioma. attached to the right 
side of the vocal choris, just above the true chord. 
It had grown to such an extent as to hide the 
chords from view, and at every inspiration a vor- 
tion of thetumor wasdrawn into the wind-pipe 
and prevented the proper amount of air from en- 
teriug the iungs. The patient was greatly depressed 
in Spirits, could not “wn y= had a constant seusa- 


hon of suffocation. e believed that he nad 
a malignant cancer, which added to 
his mental depreasion. Dr. Holden 


diagnosed the case as papilloma which had noi be- 
come malignant. An operation was advised and Dr. 
English was put 
a UNDER PREPARATORY TREATMENT 

unt) March 10, the tim- set for tae removal of the 
‘umor, On Tuesday Dr. Englis , knowing the 
dangerous uature of the case, aud the chances of a 
ata result, calmly went through his papers and 
manuscripts aud directed what disposition should be 
‘made of them. He was thus engaged when Dr. 
Holden and his assistants, Drs. Smith, Young and 

outhard, came to his house. Dr. Engiish 
greeted them cordially, and, after making his fina! 
testamentary arrangements, sat up in his chair aud 
said that he was rea ly. His heart was so weak 
that it was considered dangerous to administer 
ether, an cocaine was distributed freely over the 
mucous membranes in the mouth and throat. After 
waiting until (ie angesthetic had a chance to take 
effect the mouth was opened and was found to be 
in a normal condition. Repeated 
applications of cocaine were made wita- 
out producing the desired anesthesia. Finally 
the patient said that it produced an irritation worse 
tliau the disease itself, and its use was abandoned. 
A 2 per cent soiution of cocaine was used, and is 
failure iu this case is considered mysterious by the 
attending physicians. It was then decided to per- 
form the operation without any further attempts 
to induce jocai insensibiliiy, as the patient was be- 
coming weak and irritable. Oneof tne assistants 
seized the patiep:'s tongue, which had been piaced 
between lavers of a towei, and drew it out of the 
mouth as far as possible. The operating surgeon 
tuen placed a laryagoscope in the throat, 

PRESSING IT AS FAR BACK AS POSSIBLE, 

so that a god view of the umor could ve obtained. 
A pair of forceps specially adapted to the confor- 

mation of tue mouth and larynx was then carefully 
introduced into the mouth, care being shown not Lo 
touch the tissue. The forveps had hardly got into 
the larynx when the throat became the seai of a 
violent spasmodic action which closed it eatirely, 
and the muscles were contracted to such 
an extent ihat they held the forceps so 
that they coud neither be pushed im nor 
taken out. The patieut was in the act of suffoca- 
ting, his face turaed blueish black, and he strug- 
led violently to break the paroxysm. Just as the 
operating surgeon seized a knife and was about to 
split the tracaea below the point of attack, the 
muscles relaxed and tue patient entered a tempo- 
rary state of coliapse recautions were takeu be- 
fore the operation began to guard agaiust suſfoca 

tion from temporary spasms, and a tracheotomy 


tube nad been provided. Au assistant was in- 
tructed. if the spasms could not 
be controlled withn a certain number 


of seconds to hand a knife and the tube to the sur- 
xeon, who, to save the patient's life, must within a 
minute, open the trachea, drop the hemmorhage 
and insert the tube. Tbe chances of saving the 
patient's life when this part of the 2 be- 
came nec. ssary were slight indeed. After the pa- 
ut had recovered from the shock of the spasm, 
being told that the danger of the operation had 
greatly increased, be told the surgeons to ‘‘fire 
away, he would rather be sulfocuted in a 
moment than pass another uigut like the 
last. Time and again the forceps were introduced 
iu the throat and the operation was tolowed imume- 
diately by spasmodic contractions, and no progress 
could be made toward gettung at the tumor. 
THE PATIENT'S STRENGTH WAS FAST GOING, 

but his courage veverialied. Wien the surgeon 
hesitated he motioned him to go ahead, and he 
wou.d endeavor to control the spasm by force of 
will. He nad great trouble to breathe, and 
had to fight constantly to prevent suffocation. Once 
the forceps took hoid of the tumor, but 
the throat closed and hid the tumor from view, and 
it was not deemed advisable to remove it then be- 
cause of the danger of injuring ——ů— tissues. 
F.nally the patient made a superhuman effort, aud 
as the forceps were inserted in the throat e con- 
trolled the return of the spasm jong enough to eu- 
able the surgeon to get one good view of the grip 
the forceps had taken, and in asecond more tne 
tumor was torn loose from the flesn and taken out. 
It measured an inch in length by five-eigiths of an 
inch in widtu, a remarkably large papillona. Tue 
emorrha, e whicno followed was easily controlled,

Sedalia Fail. 


Because the Engineers Refuse to 
do the Work. 


Arrival of the United States Marshals at 


Hannibal and Arrests Made. 


Restoration of the Former Rate of 
Wages Averts a Strike in St. Louis— 
The St. Lonis Militia in Cam p— 
Sundry Incidents of Camp Life—The 
Situation at Atchison, Kansas City, 
Moberly and Elsewhere—Governor 
Marmaduke Indisposed—The Day's 
Developments—The Strikers Quiet 


and Orderly. 


The St. Louis Militia are stillcamped at Centre- 
town, fifteen miles from Jefferson City, where they 
are tobe held to await the course of events in 
Sedalia. The city authorities of Sedalia have re- 
fused to swear in the fifteen men ofthe Pinkerton 
Preventive Watch hired by the railroad company 
The situation has not materially changed from yes- 
terday. Nearly all the news be told 
concerning the strike at Sedaliais the casualty 
which occurred yesterday among the St. Louis 


to 


militia at Centretown. Captain Batdort 
dropped his ‘revolver, which went off 
the bullet striking three officers. Cap- 


tain Batdorf was shot through the fleshy part 
of the thigh, Orderiy Fox was hit in the leg and the 
ball finally buried itse!f in Surgeon Hereford's left 
shoulder. Beyond this accident nothing of a seri- 
ous nature has occurred, either at Sedalia, Center- 
town or St. Louis. 

THE LOCAL SITUATION. 

The strike among the railroad men in St. Louis 
displays but few new features to-day, In this city,, 
it was only the Wabash shops’ men who struck 
their complaint being against a reduction which 
was in effect ten per cent of the wages heretofore 
received. The strikers are still out, but their places 
m the shops have been filled by new men. The 
Wabash shops in St. Louis are small and unimport- 
ant. Less than forty men are employed there, and 
of these but four were skilled mechanics, according 
to Mr. Martin, who stated toa reporter that there 
were employed in the work here two car- 
penters, one biacksmith and one tinner. A 
number of the men were employed in truck 
repairing work, which may very easily be classed 
with skilled labor. All of the old hands struck. 
New carpenters, a blacksmith anda tinner have 
been employed, and a force of truck repairers has 
been brought to St. Louis from the ops at De- 
catur, Ill. The other men in the shops bave been 
picked up wherever Mr. Martin has been able to 
gather them, and a ful! crew is now at work. These 
men are emploved at the wages which the former 
employees declined to accept. ! 

IT WAS EXPECTED 
that the men employed at the Missouri Pacific 
shops would join the other empipyes of the Gould 
system in the stmke which is noW very nearly gen- 
eral over the roads of the system. There 
was a meeting last night of these men in pursuance 
of the request of the committee of the strikers from 
Sedalia, but, as was announced in yesterday's 
Post-DispaTcH, there was little if any chance of 
the men employed in the shops here going out. 
The event proved the truth of this prediction. Just 
before the men left the Missouri Pacific shops yes- 
terday evening, at the close of their day's work. 
Mr. John Hewitt, the master mechanic of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, called the men together and stated 
that he had a communication to make to them. 


the strikers as yet have attempted no violence, and 
are determined to prevent the freight trains from 
leaving by no other than fair means Adjutant- 
General Jamison has again made his appearance in 
the city, with a view to making a thorough investi- 
gation of the state of affairs, which he 
will report to the Governor. Chief of 
Police Barnett, in charge of several police officers, 
approached the Adjutant-General this morning 
while that official was in conversation with several 
railroad officials and explained the condition of af- 
fairs. The Marshal informed him that there was 
NO NEED FOR (HE CITY POLICE, 

and consequently none for the militia. The Gen- 
eral, Chief Barnett, the officers and the railway of- 
ficials then visited Jean Wilson, chief eng neer, 
at his place, who was given orders to 
take two switch engines out for duty in the yards. 
The engines were taken out and the General board- 
ed one of them. He then cautioned the engineer to 
obey the orders of the campany, or failing to do 
this, he would be discharged and new engineers 
would take the places of those inthis city who 


would take the trains, and if 
the strikers should interfere, th State 
militia would be called to protect the 


engineers. The General then inquired if threats or 
violence had been used by the strikers in their et- 
forts to prevent the running of trains, and was im- 
mediately answered in the negative. He then re- 
quested them to obey the orders of the company's 
officials, when both engines were backed into the 


shops by the engineers who refused to return to 
work. Chief Barnett has assigned special policemen 
tododuty in the yards with orders to arrest 


any using the least violence or threatening language, 
or committing the most insignificant deprecation. 
It is not vet known whether the militia will arrive 
at Sedalia, but Mayor Ricknfan has telegraphed to 
Carthage for City Attorney Yeator, with whom he 
is anxious to consult. This morning there were but 
four strikers, members of the committee, in each 
end of the Missouri Pacific yards. 

AN ATTEMP? 

was made to take a train out, 
requested not to do so by the committee, the train- 
men immediately abandoned their attempt. All 
of the citizens are in sympathy with mea who have 
gone out and several landlords have offered their 
houses free to the stricers until settlement is made. 
It is stated on good authority that $2,000 could be 
raised in a few hours for the benefit of the shop- 
men. The Brotherhood of Brakemen held 
a meeting last night. but will not 
make known the pr oceedings. The executive com- 
mittee of the striking mechanics are very reticent 
regarding their action. The citizens’ committee 
and also the committee from the strikers have re- 
turned from Jefferson City, and have a proposition 
from the company which will be submitted to the 
strikers this afternoon. The proposition is a 
secret one, but it has been accepted by the execu- 
tive committee, and it is conceded that it will 
be accepted by the men, thereby ending 
the strike. Your correspondent has this on the

This deciaration was accepted by 
Honduras, but rejected by San Salvador, Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica. The forces of Guatemala began 
immediately to march against San Salvador. Pres- 
ident Zaldwar telegraphed an account of the sit- 
vation to General Diaz, President of Mexico, and 
asked him to use his influence to prevent blood- 
shed. In answer, President Diaz sent the following 
telegram to President Zaldwar: “Your telegram is 
understood. I have taken necessary precautions 
against any contingency that may occur. I have 
telegraphed to President Barrios as follows: ‘Your 
telegram of the 7th instant, announcing your de 
termination to declare Central America one repub- 
lic, and assume yourself the command of all the 
forces thereof, has been received. This declaration 
bas been rejected energetically by your sister re- 
publics. These circumstances created such an- 
tipathy for your course among the Mexican citizens 
that my Government will be obliged to take im- 
mediate action to prevent the execution ot your

An Historical Anecdote.

WAsHINGTON, March 12.—The death, in Washing- 
ton last Monday, of Major-General! Delos B. Sackett, 
senior Inspector-General of the United States Army, 
recalls an anecdote related by him which has a per- 
manent historica! value. 

General Sackett was a member of McClellan's 
staff from the organization of the Army of the Po- 
tomac until after the battle of Antietam. When 
Pope succeeded McClellan, the latter was assigned 
to nominal duty in Washington—Sackett accom- 
panying him, The two friends were sitting together 
in their office on that disma! evening when the 


news of Pope's successive defeats had reached the 
Federal capital, when demoralized stragglers from 
the retreating force swarmed through the streets, 
when the distant thunder of Confederate guns could 
be heard in the Executive Mansion, and when there 


and elsewlere everything was confusion and dis- 
may. They were aione—earnestly discussing the 
seemingly almost certain advance of the victorious 


enemy upon Washington itself. and the at least 
probable success of such attack, if made, when the 
door bell rung sharply and the servant came in and 
announced “the President of the United 
States and Gen. Halleck.” McClellan 
rose to receive his unexpected visitors, and showed 
them into his private office. In a very few minutes 
the consultation was over and the visitors gone. 
McClellan, closing the door behind them, turned to 
his aide and said: “Sackett, lamin command of 
the army again! Generous friendship for once 
got the better of official etiquette, and Sackett ex- 
claimed: “I hope you did not accept that com- 
mand without conditions“ (meaaing freedom from 
the interference which had ruined the peninsular 
campaign). McClellan's reply showed that 
fine, unselfish patriotism which has never 
been sufficiently recognized: “Sackett, when the 
resident of the United States tells me, with tears 
in his eyes, that, in his opinion, Iam the only man 
who can save the country, it is no time to ask for 
conditions. We will bein the saddle at daybreak 
to-morrow morning.” The campaign of South 
Mountain and Antietam wrought that salvation— 
for which, as everybody knows, McClellan was re- 
warded by removal, and by the shame- 
less persecution of his favorite Lieutenant 
and warm personal friend. Fitz John 
Porter. In the conversation—eiguteen years ago— 
during which this anecdote was told, General Sack - 
ett was asked his unbiassed opinion of Porter. 
Looking the inquirer full in the eye, he re hed, with 
an expression and emphasis néVer to be forgotten: 
“Sir. a braver soldier and a truer patriot than Fitz 
John Porter never drew a sword.“

Tur whitewash ‘committee of the House of 
| Delegates is no tribunal to try the charges of 
corruption in the gas business. That farce has 
been so often exposed that it need not be no- 
ticed. No one doubts, however, that the pas- 
sage of the gas company’s bill was secured by 
corruption, and the interest of the city and of 
justice demand that an attempt at least shall be 
made to find out and punish the guilty ones— 
both those who paid and those who took the 
bribes. We cannot say that the prospect of 
success is bright, but the attempt at least 
should be made. 


ACCORDING to tho last census of India, in 
1881, the total population was 253,891,000, of 
whom only 85,444 were of Hritish origin and 
only 146,612 were of the European race, Of 
the British and their descendants only 12,088 
were females and less than 20,000 were in civil 
life. They are soldiers to the number of 5,646, 
This enormous disparity between the rulers and 
the ruled is tempting Russia in that direction. 
She has had wonderful success in absorbing 
and assimilating Asiatic races, and in leading 
them towards India she is falling in with 
tendencies and aspirations which they have 
manifested always. 


THERE is no use of mincing words about the 
action of the House of Delegates on the gas 
question. It has passed an ordinance with 
odious monopoly features, compelling consum- 
ers to pay unreasonably high prices, and it has 
ignored an ordinance without any monopoly 
features, and offering gas to consumers at 
much lower prices. It will be impossible to 


satisfy the people that this vote was influenced 
by honest regard for the public interest, or that 
it was not a deliberate sacrifice of the public 
interest for a dishonorable consideration. But 
there is reason to believe that the same influ 
ences which carried the bill through the House 
of Delegates will secure its passage by the 
Council, and that Mayor EwInG will sign it. 
The people have no safeguard against such out- 
-rageous betrayals of public trust but in the 
power of calle opinion, and that seems to 
have no effect on the men who have had the 
hardihood to vote for this monopoly bill. But 
they can rest assured that public indignation 
will foliow them in their retirement, and keep 
them there while a sense of this wrong rankles 
in the public mind.

Dunmd the stevedores’ strike in New York, 
and again during the telegraph operators’ 
strike, there was a good deal of talk about the 
right of the public to break the business block- 
ade by compulsory remedies against the cor- 
porations which were not rendering the service 
they were bound by their charters to perform. 
This talk developed two views of the subject. 
One was that the State should compel the em- 
ployes to work for the corporations regardless 
of- their views of the wage question. The other 
was that the State should compel the corpora- 
tions to continue their operations regardless of 
the amount they might have to pay em- 
ployes. But it was plain that the State could 
not interfere thus for either side without con- 
ferring upon that side absolute dictation on the 
wage question. Ifthe State assumes a com- 
pulsory attitude towards either party to that 
question, it must undertake to fix all the 
schedules of charges and wages for both sides, 
and that is not to be thought of. The only 
practical policy in such cases is to leave the cor- 
poration and its employes to settle the question 
between them by lawful and peaceful means, 
under the pressure of public opinion. Until 
one side or the other yields to that pressure, or 
to the necessities of its own situation, the public 
will have to stand the loss of business facilities 
as best it can.

Another lie and another slander by implication. 
The insinuation that Mr. Gmsox is around 
buying orders is not less stupid than the insin- 
uation that the officials in the German diplo- 
matic service are engaged in peddling them. 
But the crowning revelation of Mr. DAENZER’s 
peculiar ideas of decency is that, after having 
poured out his malice and venom in these dirty 
slanders, he repeats that he is on good terms 
with him socially.” If he has been on good 
terms with Mr. GIBSON or any other gentleman 
socially, it has evidently been under false pre- 
tenses. 


Russia's peaceful protestations in regard to 
Afghanistan are as utterly inconsistent with 
her actions and the obvious purpose thereof as 
they have been throughout all the aggressive 
strides of her march towards India. At every 
step from the Caspian to Khiva and on through 
the Khanates to Merv, Russia has sung the 
same song of peace. From Samarcand in 1863, 
to Bokhara in 1867, to Kaskar in 1868, she stil] 
denied any intention to go further when she 
seized the fortress of Shahr-i-subz in 1870, and 
still told the same tale to England when Khiva 
was taken in 1873. She did not require or de- 
sire Khiva, but to maintain peace within her 
territory felt constrained to chastise the Khan 
on hisown. “You would not help me,” said 


the Khan to Captain BurNnaBy. “Well, now, 


the Russians will advance to K ashgar 
and so on to Merv and Herat, and 
then you will have to fight whether 


you willorno.” This prophecy will soon be 
fulfilled by the impending struggle for the pos- 
session of Herat. Russia claims that she is 
seeking only to establish a boundary on which 
she can keep the peace between the roving 
herdsmen of Afghanistan and those on her own 
side of the line. But she is building railroads 
that point straight India, and which will be 
worthless until she controls the Afghan passes 
between India and her new Asiatic Possessions. 
To utilize the latter and bind its population to 
her she must give them what they have never 
had, a commercial outlet tothe Indian Ocean. 
and that means distinctly the substitution of 
Russian for British sovereignty in India, The 
days of England’s Indian.

A Political Romance, 
From the New York World. 

Grover Cleveland, whois now President of the 
United States, was four years ago almost unknown 
outside of the city of Buffalo. He had not yet been 
elected Mayor of that city. He had never figured 
in the nation's politics; his reputation, whatever it 
may have been, was Meal, and his career unevent: 
ful. 

He is now the Chief Magistrate of 55,000,000 of 
people, by their own choice, and it is certain that 
they selected him without reference to his am: 
bition. 

The marvelous rise from obscurity to premineace 
of such a man has all the interest ofa romance. L 
would be hard to find a parallel to it in history. 
Obviously there is nothing like it in contemporane 
ous history. Four years is such a sbort time in 
which to make such a prodigious passage, and the 
romance has its significance, for it shows that, aiter 
all, ours is a government of the people and for the 
people, and the possibility of obtaining from the 
ranks of the people the fitness and faithfulness that 


shall administer the Government aright ought to 


be one of the proudest results of a nation like ours. 

With this view Grover Cleveland's sudden eleva- 
tion bas the interest of a political romance. It is the 
magnificent story told by modern Democracy of an 
empire holding within the hearts and characters of 
its people all the siniple elements that are necessary 
togovern itself, and selecting them with unerring 
wisdom, but without reference to tothe clamor of 
fame or the demands of ambition. 


De Lesseps on the Soudan. 
rom an Interview in the Paris Matin. 

I have repeatedly warned the English that to 
send an expedition to the Soudan was to send sol 
diers to certain death. As for ancient Nubia, or 
Ethiopia, it is a country in which, as if in 3 sea, 
whole armies of conquerors have been engu phed. 
Cambyses left 100,000 men on the deserts, and he 
was only too glad to return home with a handful of 
followers. The son of Mehemet Ali was burned in 
his camp, with his army. To attempt to conquer 
the Soudan by force isa dream. It is quite possible 
to give laws to and govern these intelligent, heroic- 
ally brave races. In order to reacn Khartoum, 
whatever the route taken, one must cross deserts in 
which there is absolutely no water. An army, 
whether going or returning, will always be an easy 
prey to the warlike populations of Nubia. These 
can turn on the enemy as many as 100,000 fighting 
men for whom death is only a secondary considera- 
tion, and who would be scoffed at by the women if 
they returned to their vilages without having 
avenged the deaths of their companions. The 
longer the struggle is continued against the Soudan 
the more d:fficult will be the effecting of a settle- 
ment. Two years azo it would bave been easy to 
negotiate; now it is difficult, the animosity of these 
fanatical soldiers having been aroused.

NAVAL CORRUPTION. 


His Friend J ohn Roach, 


of the Law and the Government’s In- 
terests—President Cleveland and the Con- 
tingent Fund.

WasHINGTON, March 10.—It appears that Secre- 
tary Teller was not the only member of the Arthur 
Cabinet whose management will need careful in- 
vestigation. Mr. Whitney will find that Secretary 
Chandler's management of the Navy Department 
has led to certain results which will seriously em- 
darrass him in putting that department on a good 
basis. Before Chandler went into the Navy Depart- 
ment he was the attorney of John Roach before 
Congress. There were four bidders for the con- 
tract to build the new iron vessels ordered by Con- 
gress.. John Roach, Mr. Chandler's friend and 
former employer, was found to be the lowest bidder 
and secured the contract. It is not generally known 
that the first thing that the Secretary did in making 
out the contracts with his old client was to strike 
out the penalty clause required by law. This left 
the Government without a single check upon Roach 
and witbout a single means of forcing him to com- 
ply with his contracts, save through the holding 
back of 10 per cent of the payments on his vessels 
as @ reserve fund from which to extract penalties 
in the way of fines. But even this last restriction 
was set aside by the amiable Secretary just before 
he went out of office. He caused to be paid over to 
Roach this reserve fund,so that Mr. Whitney is 
perfectly helpless so far as having any authority or 
control over Roach's work. None ot these vessels 


contracted for are yet completed. The 
Dolphin was to have been finished 
under contract last July. It will be 


fortunate if she is completed by the next July. The 
Chicago and the Boston and the Atlanta were to be 
finished this ae They are nowhere near com- 
pletion. The Chicago is not yet launched. This is 
& gross violation of the contracts. It explains how

Vhere contractors can have all the time they want

must have bad a good understanding that he 
should build the yessels when he p'eased, because 
Chandler immediately upon making out the con- 
tracts cut out everytuing that could have been an 
restraint upon Roach. It is understood that Chand- 
ler will now be openly the agent of Roach to pro- 
his interests against any possible move upon the 
part of the new Secretary of the Navy. 


This is one instance of the Chandler management. 
Here is another. This winter he orderedthe pay- 
ment of $50,000 in the purchase for the Government 
of a patent creosote process for preserving wood. 
Ben Butler his old associate, in many skilful 
lobby enterprises, appeared as the attorney for the 
inventor. Before the purchase was made, the 
adroit Secretary got togethera board of weak- 
a naval oflicers and arranged for 
them to recommend the purchase of the 

tent. This creosote process has been tried 

y the leading foreign governments and has been 
found to be a fai ure. Reports of these experiments 
are on file in the Navy Department. So that the 
excuse of ignorance cannot be set up. More than 
this if the creosote process were ali that it is claimed 
it should not have been bought.

Mercantilé Business and Stocks 
Affected by the Strike.

Heavy Losses Sustained by the Gould 
System—Merchants Complaining Bitteriy 
—Thousands of Dollars’ Worth of Perish 
able Freight Delayed in Transit—Serious 
Apprehensions Felt.

New Yorx, March 12.—The effects of the strike 
on the Gould system of railroads is felt in this city 
in many unexpected ways, Immigrants who come 
with limited means will be put to great expense by 
the delay, and if they attempt to reach their desti- 


transportation will become a serious question. The 


interruption to freight traffic has un- 
settled the grain market m a meas 
ure, and the effect will be moe 


decidedly felt if the strike continues much longer. 
Shippers are becoming uneasy because of the 
large amount of freight on side tracks, and the loss 
of perishable stuff will give them 
LARGE DEMANDS AGAINST THE COMPANY 

when the trouble is over. It is estimated that the 
loss to the railroads will aggregate many hundreds 
of thousands of doliars, or a good deal more than 
the increase in wages would amount toin years. In 
this extremity, the managers have found it neces- 
sary to cablea complete statement of the case to 
Jay Gould, who is now at Havana. It is understood 
that he is ready to leave for the United States at a 
moment's notice, if no change for the better 


takes place soon. Messages were constantly pass- 
ing between Jay Gould and Washington E. Conner 
‘roan tem and the managers in St. Louis have 

instructed how to act in case of emergency. 
The stopping of freight trains on the Missouri Pa- 
cific and the cailing of the militia to Sedalia to pre- 
serve order leads to the belief among railroad men 
that the strike will spread over the entire Gould 
System. An official of the Missouri Pacific and 
Wabasu Raiiroads said yesterday: “I understand 
that the St. Louis. managers are determined 
not to grant the advance of wages which has 
been demanded, and the employes do not 
svem inclinedto back down. There is some un- 
easiness fet, of course, because it is patent to all 
that the strike has 

ASSUMED SOMEWHAT ALARMING PROPORTIONS, 
but there is no danger of an outvreak, and even if 
the strike extended over the entire system, there is 
not likely to be any violence offered. It is only the 
harm done by the great delay that disturbs the 
cuiefs, and while the loss will be great, financially, 
they must maintain the principle they are fighting 
tor. even at the greatest sacritice of money. Nat- 
urally enough, there sare complaints from mer- 
chants and shippers who have freight sidetracked, 
but they must be patieut for a few days.” 

Superintendent Jackson of Castle Garden said: 
Tue stoppage of passenger trains would, of course, 
result in great inconvenience to immigrants from 
foreign lands who wish to find homes in the west- 
ern part of the United States. Peopie who are now 
on the ocean will arrive here ignorant of the fact 
that there is trouble on the railroads. If they are 
delayed by the luca of transportation facilities, it 
will be a great hardship. Fortunately, the tide of 
immigration this spring is small. Steamships which 
formerly brought 500 passengers now bring only 
halt thatndmber. I hope the trouble will soon be 
settled, but I doubt if passeuger travel will be much 
delayed in any event.

Representative Wray’s Exemption 
Bill Reported Adversely.

The Missouri Legislature Considering the 
Question of an Early Adjournment—New 
Developments in the McGrath-Davisson 
Coatest—The Militia BiII.

JEFFRSON Crry, March 12.—The writ of the Senate 
issued in the McGrath-Davisson contest to Nicholas 
Berg, City Register gf St. Louis, was returned 
yesterday afternoon to the President of the Senate, 
and is now before the Senate for action. 
The matter will come up for consideration some 
time late this afternoonor this evening, when it 
will doubtless be referred until the vote has been 
recounted by Recorder Hoblitzelle, who, iu view of 
the decision of the Supreme Court, is the official to 
whom the count should have been referred in 
the beginning. The resuit of the count 
by Berg in the presence of counsel for both sides, 
gives the election to Davisson by a majority of 55 
votes and virtually setties the whole contest. The 
writ set forth ſo names or votes as in doubt, 
or contest. Of these 99 votes, 22 were 
found not to have been cast. Twenty-five were cast 
for McGrath and 40 for Davisson. These figures de- 
ducted and added to the returned majorities claimed 
by both parties, give as above stated a majority of 
55 for Davisson. Three names are in doubt and are 
not counted in these figures. 

It is to be expected that the Recorder’s course will 
be exactly the same as that of the Register, 
particularly so when, aside from the three votes 
in contest, there was no exception or objection 
from the attorneys of either McGrath or Davisson. 

THE MILITIA BILL. 

The militia bill will come up for passage at this 
evening's or to-morrow morning's session.

A LIVELY CORPSE. 


Reappesarance of a Man Thought to be Dead 
—East St. Louis Notes. 

Many strange events have been reported to have 
occurred in East St. Louis, but the reappearance 
yesterday of a man, not only supposed to be dead, 
but whom his friends and relatives were convinced 
that they had buried, is certainly one of the strang- 
est.yet recorded. One extremely cold morning in 
December last a colored man was found frozen to 
death in the bridge stables on the Island.

and identified the deceased as William Baldwin, his 
relatives being also certain that it was no other 
than “William” whom they saw ving stiff and rigid 
in death before them. Coroner Woods rendered a 
verdict that the deceased, William Baldwin, had 
come to his death from exposure, and turned the 
remains over to his supposed relatives for burial. 
That night the body was laid out and many of Bald- 
wih's colored fr ends came to gaze on him, as they 
supposed, for the last time. The next day the fun- 
eral took place, the remains being accompanied to 
their last resting place by quite a concourse of col- 
ored people. Weeks passed, and not the faintest 
suspicion that it was not really “William” whom 
they buried ever entered the minds of his relatives. 
The first intimation that any one bad that Baldwin 
was not dead, but alive and in good health and 
spirits, was given yesterday afternoon, when he 
entered the grocery store of Maurice Joyce on 
Broadway, and nearly frightened Mrs. Joyce out 
of her wits. When he entered the store Mrs. 
Joyce was engaged in putting up 
a package of sugar, and when she saw the appari- 
tion, as she thought, she dropped the package and 
screamed for help at the top of her voice. The 
resurrected William, succeeded however, in 
partially abating her fear by assuring her that it 
was really himself she saw aud not his ghost. He 
then related to her an account of his wanderings, 
telling her that on the very night that be was sup- 
sed to have been frozen to death, he had left for 
indiana to visit his brother. Mrs. Joyce informed 
him of how aman, thought to be him had been 
buried by his relatives. Baldwin of course. man- 
ifested t surprise, and started immediately to 
relieve his relatives and friends of the delusion un- 
der which they n laboring.

The Famous Military Band Secured 
to Open the Music Hall. 


President Diaz Grants His Permission— 
Notification Received by Telegram To- 
Day—Prospective Arrangements for the 
Grahd Entertainment — Progress of the 
Work on the Hall. 


A telegram was received this morning by Mr. 
John A. Dillon, editor of the Posr-Disraron, from 
Gen. Mexia, City of Mexico, saying that President 
Diaz had given his consent to the appearance of the 
Mexican band at the opening of the St. Louis Music 
Hall. This favor has been obtained principally 
through the influence of Capt. Eads, who recently 
went through Mexico in the interest of his ship 
railway. He presented the desires of 
the management of the St. Louis Exposition 


to President Diaz, and the request was favorably 
received. Captain Eads leaving before the matter 
was finally settled. General Mexia took it up and 
was successful. General Mexia, through whom 
President Diaz made known his consent, is one of 
the leading men in the new movement of progress 
in Mexico. He earned his rank in the army by 
brave services inthe war of the French interven- 
tion, and since the restoration of peace 

been interested in the railroad and other 
enterprises which bring Mexico into closer rela- 
tions with the foreign world. He has been one of 
the most active promoters of the Eads’ Ship Rail- 
way, and there are few citizens of Mexico who bave 
a higher title to the good will and esteem of all 
Americans.

ing the time, labor and money they have expended 
in their efforts to eradicate the bogus butter evil, 
they have utterly failed to prevent its steady 
growth. Go into almost any corner grocery and 
call for creamery butter, and nine times iu ten you 
will receive a dark = compound which resem- 
bles the genuine article but little in appearance and 
taste. The grocer, who 
every case knows that he 
is perpetrating a swindle, will assure you that the 
stuff is genuine butter of the finest quality despite 
the evidence .of your senses, and will charge you 
the highest price at which creamery butter is 
quoted onthe market. Take your purchase to an 
analyst, and you will discover that all the way from 
50 to 80 per cent of it is composed of fatty animal 
matter which, by mixing with a little genuine but- 
tor and a proper proportion of flavoring, coloring 
and deodorizing material, 
THE SWINDLERS HAVE BEEN ABLE 
to palm off as a marketable product. As any 
sort of old, rancid pork fat can be mae to serve 
the purpose of this wholesaie adulteration, it is not 
reasonable to suppose that the men who are en- 
gaged in the manufacture buy that material which 
is the cheapest--namely, the fat of “downed” or 
diseased hogs, and such offal as cannot be sold to 
better purpose. The grocers who deal in the vari- 
ous grades of this nauseating stuff pay much less

for it, of course, than they would have to pay 
for the genuine article, and consequently 
they are fully cogulzant of the fact 


that they are obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses when they sell it; yet they find justification 
for the fraud in the fact that the practice is 50 
prevalent. The Butter Deaiers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, in its crusade by which it hoped to prevent 
grocers from seliing fou matter and charging but- 
ter prices for it, micht have been measurably suc- 
cessful, had it not discovered that the court, which 
was established to punish crime, really served as 
a protector for offenders. No better proof of 
this fact could be asked for than is afforded 
by a report made to the association by its attorney 
who has had charge of the prosecution of these 
cases. He shows by facts and figures, that even 
after evidence of the most positive character may 
be procured to prove that a grocer has been

under the name of butter, the chances are about 
nine to one that the prosecution will fail to convict, 
by reason of the tactics whicn are permited to be 


resorted to at the Four Courts. The first 
instance has yet to occur when the 
prosecution can secure a hearing on the 


first calling of a case. The witnesses, most of 
them business men, are all summoned at each 
calling of the case, but the fact that they are losing 
day after day of their valuabie time never worries 
the court at all, and continuance after continuance 
is granted until either the witnesses are compelled, 
through a due regard for their own interests, to 
abandon the case altogether, or their recoilections 
become so confused and vague as to cause a con- 
flict of  testimon or an absolute inabil- 
ity to present the necessary evidence. The 
report in question comprises eleven Cases, aud the 
record is simply startiing. 

One case, that of Joseph G. Fayette, which was 
instituted April 2, 1881, nearly a year ago, has been 
continued twenty times, and has never had a hear- 
ing. Yet the attorney of the association had to be 
present each time it was on ihe docket, and had to 
have his witnesses within call, so that if he got a 
chance to try it, he would not be caught napping. 
Two cases—those of C. H. Grote and Phuip 
Burg, after being continued nineteen times eaci, 
finaliy came to trial, but the facts were so remote 
thatthe prosecuting witnesses could not positively 
identify tae samples produced, as

when the evidence was originally procured. 

Tne cases of Gus Sexton aud Otto Brinckmeyer 
have been continued four times eacu and are Still 
awaiting trial. 

The case of Henry Brock, who keens a stand at 
Union Market, was tried. but he was acquitteu, be- 
cause the evidence showed that his wile, and not 
himseif, bad sold the bogus butter to the party who 
bought it to be used in evidence. 

Henry Schoettler also escaped conviction, be- 
Cause the evidence tended to show that he nad not 
sold the butter in person, bul that it was one of his 
brothers who waited on the purchaser. 

In fact, there was a conviction in only one case, 
and a fine of $500 being imposed after three contin- 
uauces, au appeal Was taken to the Court of Ap- 
peais, where the case now rests. 

So that, although there was but one conviction 
the representatives of the Butter Dealers’ Protect. 


ive Association have had to goto the Four Courts 
over ninety umes in their persevering endeavor 
to get the court to give these eleven 


Cases a hearing. it seems very probabie, too, thar 
they will have to go there uinety more times before 
the last of these eleven cases is disposed of. 

This seems hardly credible, so outrageous is it 
when viewed from the standpoint of a tax-paver 
whose money goes to support these tribunais for 
tue protection of society, and it is not strange that 
the association is in a measure disheartened at its 
attempt to protect the butter market. Its members 
in view of these facts, are urging that the State take 
hold of this bogus-but.er evil. and 
appoint an inspector to detect violations of the law 
aud to give his time to prosecuting the offenders. 
The report of the attorney of the association con- 
cludes its references to tue law's delay as follows: 
These continuances were, of course, intended to
